TROUBLE BROKE LATE WEDNESDAY WHEN 
ARMED FORCES OF STRIKERS AND SYM­ 
PATHIZERS MARCHED ON STRIP MINE IN 
STEADILY INCREASING NUMBERS. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
HERRIN, 111., June 22.— A check up at noon today, 
made by The Associated Press, showed twenty-six known 
dead, and indications that the total would be more than 
thirty in the hostilities between striking union miners and 
employes of the strip mines of the Southern Illinois Coal 
Company near here. 
Bodies were spread over an area fifteen miles square, 
some of them riddled with bullets others beaten to death 
and three hanging by ropes from trees. 
An Associated Press correspondent after ten ineffec­ 
tual attempts today, finally persuaded a taxicab driver to 
take him to the scene of the fight. 
The strip mine had 
been fired and a freight train on a siding also was burning 
while miners looted several cars of food supplies. 
Out in a road near the mine six men tied together and 
terribly mai eled by bullets and clubs, lay in a scorching 
sun. while hundreds of men and women laughed at their 
pleas for water, made in the name of God. 
One of the men his face bloody and one shoulder shot 
away, apparently was within a few minutes of death. 
“Please, boys, give me a drink,” he moaned. 
A laugh from the hundreds of spectators was the only 
replv. 
The correspondent rushed to a house for water, and 
when he returned he was faced by a sword, quickly drawn 
pistols, and told to keep away. 
When the man begged again for water, “for God’s 
sake,” a young woman with a baby in her arms, placed her 
foot on the mangled body and said: 
“I’ll see you in hell before you get any water.” 
The men apparently had been dragged down a rock 
road behind an automobile. 
Their clothes were torn and 
pieces of gravel imbedded in their mangled flesh.

FEDERATION IS 
FOR REPEAL OF 
SHERMAN LAW 


Anxious To Curb Power 
of Courts Over Re­ 
cent Decision. 


ELECTION BE HELD 
AT FRIDAY’S SESSIOÑ 


Houston and Atlantic City 
Anxious For Convention 
In October 1923. 


CINCINNATI, June 22.—By an ov- 
erwhelming vote the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor convention today 
adopted a program centering around 
four proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments, repeal of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law and other legislation, as 
the means for curbing the courts on 
account of decisions adverse to la­ 
bor. The program was drafted by a 
special policy committee 
and 
ac­ 
cepted without change by the con­ 
vention. 
The election of officers on 
the federation was set for tomorrow 
moring and at that time, the seat 
for next year’s convention also will 
be selected. 
Houston, Texas, 
and 
Atlanic City, N. J. are the cities that 
have submitted Invitations for the 
convention, which will be held in. 
October 1923. 
Labor’s program for curbing courts 
was discussed today by the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor convention, 
which apparently was ready to adopt 
it when delegates had tired of giving 
vent to their grievances against 
what was termed "a judicial olig­ 
archy." 
The program included four amend­ 
ments of the Federal 
constitution, 
repeal by congress of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law, recently held to ap­ 
ply to labor unions, enactment of a 
new federal child labor law, and a 
law 
interpreting 
sections 
of the 
Clayton act, the supreme court was 
declared to have nullified as far as 
protecting labor 
against 
antitrust 
lawsuits. 
The legislation asked of congress 
was described as necessary because 
several years at least would be re­ 
quired to campaign for the four con­ 
stitutional amendments. 
These amendments are congress­ 
ional veto of supreme court 
decis­ 
ions, guarantee to labor of the right 
to organize, to bargain collectively, 
and to strike, prohibition 
of Child 
Labor and adoption 
of an 
easier 
method for changing 
the 
Federal 
constitution.
